fall season cleaning with emphasis on 
removing fire hazards,” 

“National statistics show that about 
90 per cent of all fires can be blam- 
ed on common fire hazards,” Pimen- 
tal said 

“The annual clean-up should not 
be confined to homes, but extended 
to garages, sheds, stores and indus- 
trial buildings,” he added 


Pimental said fires could he re- 





duced to a small number if residents 
would observe the following recom 


mendations during clean-up week 


1, Get rid of combustible debris— 
old magazines, newspapers, discard- 
ed furniture, boxes and trash. 


2. Inspect other parts of the house 


which were used for storage during 
the summer, 


3. Heating plants and chimneys are 
dirty from idle use during the stm- 
mer and should be checked, 


4. Check all electrical equipment. 


5. Don't use flammable cleaning 
fluids. Non explosive cleaners are 
available. 

6. Keep oil rags in covered metal 
containers to forestall spontaneous 
ignition. 


7, Never smoke in bed. Keep mat- 
ches away from small children. Have 
plenty: of ash trays available and 
see that a cigarette or match is ex- 
tinguished before discarding.
